There seems to be somq appre¬ 
hension on the part of a few people 
as to the implications of a recent 
motion passed by the Vujcan and 
Community Athletic and Cultural 
Association: that is, that the As¬ 
sociation will not sponsor any inter¬ 
community activities on Sunday in 
the future. A careful reading of 
the motion will set aside all fears 
of interfering with any individual’s 
rights of action on Sunday. It is 
“intercommunity” . activities that 
are not to be sponsored. 

The basis of our civilization is 
our Christian religion, and this 
faith is maintained and spread 
through the churches. The churches 
form a vital part of any commun¬ 
ity; and any organization which 
represents the community will 
wisely take into consideration the 
values of the churches. This the 
Association has done in the resolu¬ 
tion. 

When a team plays on Sunday 
at a distant point,, the players on 
the team, in getting ready and 
travelling, often are forced to miss 
the Church service. A young per¬ 
son who maintains his Christian 
conscience and attends the Church 
services is thereby automatically 
obliged to remain off the team. 
To a young person keenly interest¬ 
ed in participating in sports, this 
is a definite form of intolerance. 

The resolution of the Association 
in question is thus a most tolerant 
action. It frees the young person, 
who wishes to participate in sports, 
to attend the church service of his 
choice; while the non-churchgoer 
is not forced to attend church; and 
he can participate in “non-sponsor- 
ed” games anywhere he desires. 

We wish to commend the As¬ 
sociation for this broad-minded 
action.

Wheat Outlook 
Declines 


The Alberta Wheat Pool survey 
of crop prospects has reduced prob¬ 
able yield to 102 million bushels of 
wheal. 77 million of oats, 60 mil¬ 
lion of barley. This is 31 million 
bushels of wheat less than last 
year, on about 400,000 fewer acres. 
It is predicted that Southern Al¬ 
berta will have an average of 15.6 
bushels of wheat per acre. 

•No predictions are made on 
grade since weather conditions will 
have quite an effect. 

Frost was general in Peace lov¬ 
er district last week, but has pass¬ 
ed up the south. The only place 
where harvesting had got going 
generally is in south-east Alberta 
between Medicine Hat and Leth¬ 
bridge.

The C re ils Committee of the 
International Emergency Food 
Council, with some thirty countries 
represented, held its fifst Canadian 
meeting in Winnipeg recently to 
discuss the allocating among neddy 
countries, of the limited quantity 
of cereals available. 

Opinion appeared to be that the 
world food problem Is more acute 
This year than ever, that demands 
on exporting countries run far 
greater than there.is any possib¬ 
ility of meeting, and that acute 
distress from lack of food will in¬ 
evitably prevail over great areas 
and among many millions of peo¬ 
ple. 

Conditions on the prairie at the 
time of the meeting brought 5'sap- 
polntment to the representatives of 
ot''er countries as well as to Can¬ 
adians. Sodden fields were delay¬ 
ing harvest, . and had the rains 
come two weeks earlier, Western 
Canada would haye produced a 
splendid crop. 

No exact calculation is possible 
or export possibilities for the cur¬ 
rent year. Shortage of other feed 
grain and possible reductions in U. S. railways are seeking a 15 
grade, along with crop prospects to 25 per cent freight rate increase.

Ducks Causing Crop Damage 

Regulations in respect to duck .-hooting under special 
permit will have to he modified if the farmer is to have 
p oper protection in saving his cops from these birds. 
Previously farmers under general perm t w^re allowed to 
call in hunters to aid them in protecting their crops. Ear* 
of these assistants carried a written statement from the 
farmers. But the charge is made that in cases, these per¬ 
mits were being used merely as an excuse to get in some 
pre-season shooting The new regulation gives special 
permit tn. he used only Iv the farther and his immediate 
family.—Protest is expected. 

A number of farmers scattered thoijigh this district 
in the vicinity of large sloughs or ether bddics of water, 
are threatened with substantial loss of crop, unless they 
have wider rights under permit. This loss is not onlv ser¬ 
ious to the grain grower, hut is also depleting the natiqnu! 
grain supply and the food bln of the world. 

As regulations stand at present, a farmer seeing his 
grain ?o*isumed by duck may shftot at them to scare them, 
hut ndt to kilt. Or he may securg special permit from 
Them Kiar of Cal' ary. provincial game, commissioner. 
Tl.is special permit to shoot ducks is applicable only to the 
farmer himself and family. ,One or two guns-against hun¬ 
dreds of ducks all converging on feed grounds, is about as 
futile as one can imagine.

V\ heeler who worke l with the Marquis strain to de 
velop t)ie early matur ng Red Bobs variety. 

Writing of Dr| Wheeler, an article in the Family 
Herald,, gives an interesting picture of his aspiring 
and successful life; successful that is from the 
standpoint of accomplishment. Born in the Isle of 
Y\ ight, he finished his school training at eleven years 
of age, then went to work. At the age of 16, in 1885, 
he migrated to his uncle’s homestead at Clark’s 
Crossing, Saskatchewan. Concerned from tlje first 
with production of good grain* he began to isolate 
and produce especially good quality. But he had no 
railway. connection at Clark’s' Crossing so he 
bought 190 acres of C.P.R. land at Rosthern and it 
was there he developed his famous grain. The homer 
stead was on bleak prairie, but Dr. Wheeler planted 
.spruce and fruit trees besides growing grain. He- 
created a home of, fertility and beauty which is now- 
operated by his gon-in-law. 

He grew his first championship wheat in 1911 from 
a 5 pound sample of Marqu's. This was entered at a 
New York fair and won him $1000 in gold. He won 
honors repeatedly after that. 

But in 1910 he had found some red grain- in a 
sample of white wheat from Australia. By careful 
selection he isolated a heavy yielding maturing 
strain which he called Red Bobs, wirtning a sweep¬ 
stake at Kansas City in 1918. 

His faith in Red Bobs proved justified when it was 
accepted for registration as a separate variety in 
1925 by the Canadian Seed Growers’ Association. 

Everyone in this area is familiar with Red Bobs, 
and with the quality which maintains its reputation 
as a dependable and productive variety of wheat. 

Dr. Wheeler richly deserves his period of lekurt 
in Victoria. But he is it'll a vigorous man, an invet¬ 
erate early riser, and a gardener and horticulturist 
of note. “This wizard of the soil has green fingers 
foi flowers, another is no doubt that he will find oc¬ 
cupation And enjoyment in the prolific soil of British Macleans charges that while Bri

” honors are conferred on- some men. Their con¬ 
tribution to the nation does nit seem to have added 
much to general well-be ng or progress. On the oth¬ 
er hand there are men whose discovery or invention 
has had its beneficient influence oi: thousands of Can¬ 
adian homes.

The poultry population was 
6,307,IKK) in 1936, 7,953,000 in 1941 
9,044,000 in 1946, the average val¬ 
ue 27 cents ir. 1936, 30 cents in 

1941 and 54 cents in 1916. 

These are all items that the far¬ 
mer produces for sale as food 
They are all “cash crops,” so to 
speak. With cattle, swine and poul- 
tiy the increase in value between 
1936 and 1946 has been phenomen¬ 
al, practically 100 percent with 
poultry and swine, and 265 percent 
with cattle. Yet the increase in 
numbers in the 10-year period has 
been negligible with cattle anu 
swine and cnly 43 percent with 
poultfy. 

But the Bureau of Statistics has 
further interesting figures. Alber¬ 
ta s horse population in 1936 was 
676,000, in 1941, 649,000 and in 
1946, 468,000. The average value, 
meanwhile, was $59 in 1936, $47 
ity 1941 and $38 in 1946. Both 
numbers and price reflect with 
brutal clarity the disappearance of 
the horse as a source of .power in 
Alberta farms. Many regret this, 
but we’ suppose the passing of oxen 
was also regretted. 

Mules are passing out of the 
picture faster than horses, Alberta 
l:ad 1,537 of them in 1936, 922 m 
1941 and only 365 last year. The 
value dropped fitmi $61 to $47 to 
.'•40. In another five yea'rs, if tne 
present rate of decline continues, 
a movement will have to be started 
to put the survivors In parks to 
save them from extinction.—Morn¬ 
ing Albertan.

A reduction of bag limits for Al¬ 
berta duck hunters from 15 to 7 
birds per day, and from 160 to 56 
for the .season will go into force 
this year, if they are confirmed by 
a federal order-in-council expect¬ 
ed to appear shortly, according to 
J) E, Forsland, Edmonton, pro¬ 
vincial game superintendent. 

The new limits will set a posses¬ 
sion limit of 14 ducks, compared 
with 60 last year. 

The bag limit for geese has been 
set at Edmonton at 5 per day, with 
a seasonal limit of 15 at one time. 

Tho reason for ducks, geese and 
all migratory b'rds in Alberta has 
been set as from one-half hour be¬ 
fore sunrise, September 20, until 
one-half hour after sunset Novem¬ 
ber 11. 

The move to reduce duck hag 
limits arose out of the serious de¬ 
pletion of the duck, population 
which has’ become evident since 
1944. In that year, an estimated 
125,000,000 ducks migrated to Can¬ 
ada. The total migration this vhar 
has been estimated at 54,000,000. 

In the United States, daily bttg 
limits have been reduced from 
seven to four birds daily. 

A record number of 2.000.000 
hunters were active in the U.S. 
last year. Canadian hunters num¬ 
ber only 110,000. 

British Columbia has reduced its 
bag limits, and Quebec and other 
provinces are expected to follow 
Alberta's example.

Decrease In - 
Meat Next Year 


A Tired Woman’s 
Epitaph 


(From Lethbridge Herald) 

Something of a disaster has ov- 
ertaken Canada in the past 30 days 
and it will be reflected next year 
in a serious decrease in our meat 
supples. •— r 

Last Spring the East was so wet 
during the months o^ April, May 
and early June that a couple or 
million acres which would ordin¬ 
arily have been sown to feed grains 
could not be seeded. The result is 
that the East wil need 75,000,000 
bushels more oatB and bailey than 
w.ll be grown there. It had been 
expected that the deficiency would 
be made up by Ontario, Quebec and 
New Brunswick importing coarse 
grains from the West. 

Unfortunately for all Canada, an 
unprecedented weather map over 
the Prairie Provinces in July mak¬ 
es it very doubtful . whether the 
West Will have any coarse grains 
t.i spare. Coarse grains are usually 
sown as an afterthought to our 
main crop, wheat. Often they are 
sown on stubble land, and seeding 
is done late. This season all seed- 
:ng was 10 days to two weeks late, 
which made the feed crops much 
later than usual. They were caught 
in the middle of their grow'th try 
the July heat spell. Heat this sea¬ 
son was no resp'.*ct^r of areas—«t 
hit the park belt of the north as' 
hard as the plains area of the 
south, and the park belt is the 
chief producer of coarse grain for 
livestock. This year a great area 
sweeping from Camrose in Cen¬ 
tral Alberta through to Prince Al¬ 
bert in Northern Saskachewan has 
such crop deterioration that the 
Saskatchewan Government is al¬ 
ready planning on shipping 'feed 
into its part of the affected terri¬ 
tory. 

The result will be tjjat, with the 
East short of feed for livestock 
and the West producing little more 
than enough to meet its own live¬ 
stock requirements, there will h. 
a rush to liquidate rattle and hogs 
in the affected areas, and that 
means that in 1948 Canada is go¬ 
ing to be short of meat. Probably 
this fall there wjll be a rush of 
cattle to market. In Ontario breed¬ 
ing pigs are, we learn, already h»- 
ing liquidated as farmers do not 
wish to take a chance on getting 
fredstuffs to carry on their regu-- 
lar operation*. We have’ already 
noted, in The Herald th4t in the 
first half of 1947 there has been 
a falling-off in commercial killing 
p'ants of 420.000 meat animals as 
compared with 1946. 

We are not going to say there 
w^l be a meat famine in Canada 
in the next year. But we will say 
that there will be a serious de-
